The honorary treasurer, Mr H.

than last year ow.ng toa falling off 
in.donations. .Extra expenditure in 
the shape of rent for hospital pro- 
mises had been incurred following 
the sale of the Alice Memorial 
Hospital but otherwise, in spite of 
the increase: of salaries and the 
cost of food and necessities the 
expenses wert considerably re~ 
duced. The result wus very satis~ 
factory, but to meet current needs 
they must hive increased dona- 
tions. 


After the thanks of the com~ 
mittee had been expressed to Mr. 
Greenwood and to the honorary 
auditors, Messrs. Percy Smith, 
Seth and Fleming the Chairman 
addressed the — meeting. .’ Mr. 
Holyoak said he knew of no other 
institution in the Colony perform- 
ing more valuable service to the 
community at large. As he had 
said two vyears So and 
repeated how with in- 
creased emphasis, were it, not 
for the services these hospitals 
rendered to the Colony the Govern- 

~ment itself would need to provide 
very much increased Chinese 
accommodation to deal with the 
numcrous cases which were hancd- 
led there month by month and year 
by year. He had repeatedly came 
across Chinese who had been 
treated in these hospitals and 
he was afraid there was 
no disguising the fact that 
they would very much prefer to go 
to them than go to the Government 
‘Civil Hospital. These iasititutions 
were performing a service which 
should neither be forgotten nur 
overlooked by the community and 
generous 
support than thgy had hitherto 
had, either from the Govern- 
ment Or the public. He thought 
that the hospitals were suf- 
fering from lack of publicity 
in regard to the" magnificent 
“and splendid " work they were do- 
ing. The committee was aware of

Once upon atime shipbuilders— 
during those boom periods, any- 
how, which occurred about every 
five years up to 1900—always 
managed to secure work and keep 
their yards going.

For instance, it is a fact 
that the rather generally anticipate 
ed continuous fall in shipping 
values was checked by the demand 
for coat which arose out of the oce 
cupation of the Ruhr, the result be- 
ing that by the end of March the 
price of tonnage was much the 
same as it was at the end of Decem- 
ber, 1922. But the Ruhr revival-was 
only an artificial, temporary, local 
stimulant, which did not. perman- 
ently tickle the main mass of trade, 
Directly it was discovered that, so 
far from benefitting the market in 
the long run, it would have a 
reverse effect, jn that, owing to 
the enhanced price ‘of. bunkers, 
voyages, which might, have been 
satisfactory at the freights obtain- 
able, showed a loss, its. false, 
potency. vanished. To-day it ‘is 
impossible to make a profit on.a 
round voyage. Therefore, though 
eventually a level must be reached 
either’ by the demand for ‘cargo 
space working up-ta the supply or 
the ‘supply down, to the ‘demand; 
the ‘relation, for the moment any= 
how, of freight rates to shipping 
values is.in a sense.not very. much 
closer ‘than that of: the ‘mark ‘to 
Gerimany’s real wealth and credit.

TRADE DIFFICULTIES. 


The main causes of our present 
difficulties are the United States 
tariff and the -internal industrial

China, the decrease in the world 
consumption owing to the im- 
poverishment of nations,. the 
diminution of trade for various 
reasons, such as the destmction of 
ways and means of transportation, 
the raising of new Customs barriers 
in consequence of the breaking up 
of Europe intoa multitude of small 
States, and the restriction of credit 
generally, as well as the world’s 
over-supply of tonnage, ‘says 
Fairplay. These factors, even if 
measured by normal conditions, 
aré in -themselves sufficient to 
justify a disbelief in the prompt 
and lasting recovery of ‘the 
freight, market,. and, in such 
circumstances, any improvement 
in the shipping situation can 
only be a slow and gradual ‘affair, 
and owners will be well advised 
if they proceed with the greatest
